Beginning  with  the  cabin  at  the  upper  right  :ide  of  the  picture  which  forms  Lincoln's  forelock  and 
moving  to  the  left  and  counter-clockwise,  the  ccmponents  are  as  follows: 

1.  Samuel  Hill  Carding  Mill  and  Wool  Shop.  Built  in  New  Salem  in  1835,  helping  to  bring  prosperity  to  the 

2.  Rutledge  and  Cameron  Saw  and  Grist  Mill,  erected  in  1829.  Rutledge's  daughter,  Ann  was  Lincoln's 
legendary  sweetheart. 

3.  Hill-McNamar  Store,  which  became  New  Salem's  first  U.S.  Post  Office  when  Samuel  Hill  was  appointed 
the  town  s  first  postmaster.  It  is  believed  that  Lincoln  also  served  a  portion  of  his  postmastership  while 
cierkmg  in  this  store.  o  wnne 

4.  Lincoln  studying  law,  probably  by  the  firesids  of  his  friend.  Jack  Kelso.  Lincoln's  formal  education 
totaled  not  more  than  twelve  months. 

5.  Lincoln  clerking  in  the  first  Berry-Lincoln  store,  which  failed.  The  second  store  was  also  unsuccessful
